tions of the Board? Do they seek a man who can and will 
occasionally tell them where to head in, when they start 
to meddle in something that is legally his responsibility? 

There are many questions such as these, but we have 
as yet seen no job description that does more than repeat 
the charter requirements as to education, experience and 


The task of selecting a town manager, which now faces 
the Selectmen, should be that Board’s greatest single 
responsibility — the success or failure of the Board to 
choose wisely overshadows any other action they may 
take. 

We suggest that the community be kept well informed of 
the progress, but more importantly, of the criteria being 
used in the process of selection. 

Most persons have had an opportunity to study the town 
charter, where the varied duties and responsibilities are 
spelled out. But this tells only part of the story. It’s the 
bare skeleton — and what we want to see is the flesh and 
blood filled in, so that everyone understands what the 
Selectmen are seeking. 

Do they want a manager who will serve more as an 
executive secretary, responsive only to the specific direc- 


Best Way To Help The Town 


The Board of Trade has suggested that professional 
planners be retained to lay out the Recreation Park, in 
order to avoid the obvious problems inherent in amateur 
planning. 

The directors feel that development of the park site to 
its fullest potential requires expert advice and that econo- 
mical and orderly growth of this newest town facility can 
come best when it has been planned professionally. 

The Recreation Committee wants no part of the idea, 
A suggested $800 price tag is rejected as being expen- 
sive; some members believe Recreation Director Leslie 
Bartow should be able to call on national recreation 
authorities, and at most, hire a consultant for a very brief 
period of time. 

We would think that interested organizations — the 
Board of Trade and all the others who are supporting the 
facility with their time and money — might better under- 
write the cost of such a professional plan, before putting 
their funds into equipment and areas which might not 


Get With It 


A fire station in West Andover? 

Where have we heard that before? 

For more years than we care to remember, this project 
has been promised, has been given preliminary approval 
in town meeting, has met with the personal approval of 
all candidates for public office who addressed the West 
Andover Community Association — including those candi- 
dates who were successful, 

There is no fire station. There is no land for one. 

Town meeting voted money, under the land acquisition 
articles, for a site. That vote demonstrated the willing- 
ness of the voters to move in this direction. And indeed, 
a site was pinpointed. But there has been nothing further 
done. 

We suggest that residents of the other sections of town 
take time to ride through West ‘Andover in a leisurely 
way that will allow them to see the number of houses 
there, and not just the pavement on which their cars are 
operating. One long-time resident of the town did that a 
few weeks ago, and expressed amazement at the growth — 
growth that had been discussed and debated, but never 
really admitted until actually seen. 

This is a project that has been put off too long, despite 
protestations of interest year after year. Let’s have some 


action. 


How About This... . 


There’s some rumbling about a ballot question next 
March to rescind the town manager charter, returning to 
the form in existence five years ago — three Selectmen 
who usually also are the elected assessors, elected 
Board of Public Works, Planning Board, Board of Health 
and other town officials. Going backwards is no way to 
progress. If a change is to come, its proponents should 
have something better to offer than retrogression,

area of legal responsibility. 


If the Board spells out the kind of man it is seeking, 
then the community can better judge whether or not they 
have chosen well. Only misunderstandings and future 
bitterness can result, if the voters are not taken into the 
Selectmen’s confidence at this crucial stage. 

In the future, we must know whether the Board is justi- 
fied in telling a manager that they are not satisfied with 
his performance. And this judgment can only be based on 
an adequate description of what is expected, 


conform to the best in recreation planning. 
This area is going to be with us for a long time; it is 
hoped that many hundreds of our residents will use it in 


all seasons of the year. 


Thus it seems essential to have a plan for its growth 
that conforms to reasonable recreation standards, a plan 
that provides for its beauty as well as its functional 


uses. 


Probably the Recreation Committee is right in 


believing the town can’t pay this fee — a $10,000 appro- 
priation was voted to get started on preparing the area 
for use, and this assumes the existence of a plan that 
the Committee believes is adequate. 


Perhaps, 


then, the interested organizations and in- 


dividuals could pay for such a plan. This, in its most 
selfish sense, would serve as a protection for their in- 


vestment. 


And in the broader area of public service, it would 
provide for the town a better,.more detailed layout of what 
may be expected of this recreation area in the future.

a. the duration of time during which the permit may be exercised; 
b. the extent, depth and contour of the area of removal;

a. the proximity of such removal to any public way; 


e. the hours of the day during which such removal may be permitted; 


f. the hours of the day during which vehicles may be loaded vith soil, loam, sand and gravel 
and during which such loaded vehicles may be permitted to leave such location; 


&- the use of covers over the Soil, loam, sand or gravel loaded in vehicles for removal from the area; 
h. the shoring and reinforcement of the banks of any excavation; and 


i. eine of top soil and the replanting of the area of removal and screening the same fron 
public view. 


4. ‘This Bylaw shall not apply to the removal of soil, loam, sand or gravel incidental to and reasonably re- 
quired in connection with the construction on the premises of any buildings for vhich a permit has been 
issued by the inspector of buildings. 


SECTION VII. NONCONPORMANCE 


Any lawful building or structure or use of a building or structure or land existing at the time this Bylaw or 


any amendment thereto takes effect may be continued although not conforming to the provisions thereof, subject to 
the following conditions: 


A. Alteration 
See 


A nonconforming building or structure may undergo alteration involving reconstruction, extension or structural 
change, provided that in no case may it be enlarged or extended more than a sum total of 10 percent in volume or 
floor area during the life of the nonconformity. 


B. Replacement after Catastrophe 


If a nonconforming building or structure shall have been damaged by fire, explosion, or other catastrophe, 
to such an extent as to be uhsalvageable or to require total replacement, such building or structure shall not be 
restored and may be replaced only by a conforming building or use. If such a building or structure shall have been 
only partially damaged and is salvageable vithout total replacement, it may be rebuilt and restored to the Bame 
nonconforming use as previously, provided that the extent of nonconformance shall be in no way increased. 


C. Abandonment 


A nonconforming use of a building or structure vhich has been abandoned or discontinued for at least one year 
(or five years in the case of an agricultural, horticultural, or floricultural nonconforming use), shall not there- 
after be revived or reactivated. A nonconforming use shall be considered abandoned or discontinued when the pren- 
ises have been devoted to a conforming use, or when the premises have been vacant and the characteristic equipment 
and furnishings of the nonconforming use have been removed from the premises and have not been replaced by similar 
equipment within one year. 


D. Change in Use 


In no case shall there be a substantial increase in & nonconforming use, or a change thereof (except to a 
conforming use) which in the opinion of the Board of Appeals results in a use of substantially different character 
or purpose. 


SECTION VIII, ADMINISTRATION AND PROCEDURE 


A. Enforcement 


This Bylaw shal) be administered by the Building Inspector appointed by the Town Manager. No building shall 
hereafter be built or altered and no use of land requiring a building permit shall be begun or changed vithout a 
permit having been issued by him. No building so built or altered shall be occupied until a certificate of oecu- 
pancy as required by the Andover Building Code has been issued by hin. 


Applications for building permite shall be accompanied by a plot plan of the lot in duplicate, drawn to scale, 
showing the actual dimensions of the lot and the exact location and Size of the buildings already upon the lot and 
of the building or structure to be erected, together vith the ways on and adjacent to the lot. A record of such 
applications and plot plans shall be kept on file in the office of the Building Inspector. 


Any person violating any of the provisions of this Bylaw may be fined not more than tventy ($20.00) dollars 
for each offense. Each day that such violation continues shall constitute 4 separate offense. 


If any resident of the Town shall complain in writing to the Building Inspector that a provision or provisions 
of this Zoning Bylaw are being violated, identifying the violation or violations he believes to exist and the person 
or party in violation, the Building Inspector shall investigate such complaint and shall respond to the complainant 
ruling that a voilation does or does not exist. Failure of the Building Inspector to so respond within thirty (30) 
days after receipt of such complaint shall be deemed a ruling or decision by him that no violation exists. If he 
rules that a violation does exist, he shall so inform the person or party against vham such violation is found, 
ordering him to cease such violation. Any person or party aggrieved by a ruling or decision of the Building Inspec- 
tor upon such a complaint may appeal to the Board of Appeals as hereinafter provided. 


The Chief of Police shall, upon application of the Building Inspector, enter a complaint in the proper court 
for any violation of any provision of this Bylav. 


B. Board of Appeals 


There is hereby established a Board of Appeals of three (3) members and three (3) associate members to be 
appointed by the Selectmen, as provided in Chapter 40OA of the General Lavs, which shall act on all matters vithin 
its jurisdiction under this Bylaw in the manner prescribed in said Chapter 4OA of the General Laws. The Board of 
Appeals shall have the following powers: 


1. Appeals. To hear and decide an appeal taken by any person aggrieved by reason of his inability to ob- 
tain a permit from any administrative official under the provisions of said Chapter 40A of the General 
laws, or by any officer or board of the Town or by any person aggrieved by any order or decision of the 
Building Inspector or other administrative official given under any provision of said Chapter 40a of 
the General Lave or of this Bylav. 


2. Special Permit. To grant a special permit for an exception as provided by other sections of this Bylav 
when it has found that the proposed use will not be unreasonably detrimental to the established or future 
character of the neighborhood and town and that such exception is in harmony with the general purpose and 
intent of this Bylaw. In making the foregoing findings, the Board shall give due consideration to spe- 
cific standards described in other parte of this Bylav, and to the following criteria: 


a. The adequacy and accessibility of public highways and municipal utilities; (b) the sufficiency and 
suitability of off-street parking and loading facilities and of screening and landscaping to be pro- 
vided in connection with the proposed use; (c) the effect on the amenity of the neighborhood which 
can be anticipated from the conditions created by the proposed use and operation of the premises. 
Any grant of a special permit hereunder may be subject to such conditions or safeguards, including 
limitations of time and use, as the Board of Appeals shall deem to be reasonably necessary. 


3- Variances. To authorize upon appeal, or upon petition in cases where a particular use is sought for vhich 
no permit {sg required, with respect to a particular parcel of land or to an existing building thereon a 
variance from the terms of this Bylaw where, owing to conditions especially affecting such parcel or such 
building but not affecting generally the zoning district in which it is located, a literal enforcement of 
the provisions of this Bylaw would involve substantial hardship, financial or otherwise, to the appellant, 
and where desirable relief may be granted without substantial detriment to the public good and without 
nullifying or substantially derogating from the intent or purpose of this Bylaw, but not otherwise. 


c. Amendment 


This Bylaw may be amended from time to time at an annual or special town meeting in accordance vith the pro- 
visions of Chapter 40A of the General Laws. 


dD. Conflict of Lavs 


In general, this Bylaw is supplementary to other Bylavs of the Town affecting the use, height, area and loca- 
tion of buildings and structures and the use of premises. When this Bylaw imposes a greater restriction upon the 
use, height, area and location of buildings and structures or the use of land in the Town than is imposed by such 
other Bylaws, the provisions of this Bylaw shall control. 


E. Validity 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this Bylaw shall not invalidate any other section or provision 
thereof.
